As Chancellor of the Queen’s University in Ireland, it 
becomes my duty, in compliance with the provisions of Her 
Majesty’s Charter, to furnish to your Excellency the Report of 
the Condition and Progress of the University since the 1st June, 

1872. 

The General University Examinations during the period of this 
Report commenced on the 26th of September, and terminated on 
the 9th of October, 1872. Examinations for Degrees in the 
Faculty of Medicine were also held in June, 1872, and First Uni- 
versity Examinations in Arts and Engineering were also held in 
January, 1873. At these various Examinations 474* Candidates 
presented themselves. Lists of those who were successful are App. it. 
annexed, and a List of the Students Matriculated in the Univer- 
sity since the 1st of October last. 

In addition to these Examinations for Members of the Univer- 
sity, Examinations of Candidates who are not Members of the 
University, both Male and Female, were held in the month of 
June, 1872. 

The principal public meeting of the University, to confer degrees 
and diplomas, and distribute prizes, was held in St. Patricks 

* In this number the candidates tv ho underwent two distinct University 
Examinations within the year are counted twice.

Appendix I. 

Public Meeting of the Queen’s University in Ireland, held in 
St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 10th October, 1872. 

After the close of the examinations of the year 1872, a public meeting 
of the Queen’s University was held in Dublin Castle on the 10th October, 
1872, for conferring degrees, diplomas, and prizes. 

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their places 
in the Examination Hall, the Most Honorable the Marquess of Kildare, 
Chancellor of the University, the Senate, the Professors and Examiners, 
and the Candidates, entered it in procession. 

The Chancellor opened the meeting with the following address : — 
Ladies and Gentlemen, 

It is usual at these annual meetings of the Queen’s University, 
which are held at the end of each academic year, to give a summary of our 
labours during that period. The Queen’s University consists of a Senate, 
of three Colleges, and a body of graduates. It has this day brought to a 
close the twenty-second year of its career of usefulness. During the past 
year it has taught 745 students in its Colleges at Belfast, Cork, and Galway, 
of whom 200 are Roman Catholics, 243 members of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church of Ireland, 234 Presbyterians, and 68 are members of 
other denominations. It has thus brought together a large number of 
the Irishmen of various persuasions, who are seeking, by the prolonged 
culture of their minds, to qualify themselves for taking a prominent part 
in the energies of the world ; and we may reasonably hope, as they have 
carried on the honourable struggle for scientific and literary distinctions 
side by side, they have also learned a useful lesson, that if they differ on 
some points, they have also much in common — a common ground for 
mutual respect and mutual assistance throughout life. 

Those amongst the students of our three colleges who have either 
arrived at the middle stage of their career, or who have brought it to 
a close, are examined together under the directions of the Senate • and 
at these examinations, of which the principal has been held witliin the 
past fortnight, 362 candidates presented themselves within this year. 
Of these 114 were in the Faculty of Arts, 216 in the Faculty of Medi- 
cine, 2 in the Faculty of Law, and 29 in Engineering. Of the candidates 
in the Faculty of Aids 55 presented themselves at the previous examina- 
tion, which is held at the end of the second year of their study, and of 
these 41 have satisfied the examiners. Forty-five underwent the final 
examination for the degree of Bachelor in Arts, of whom 42 passed, and 
14 have been examined for the higher degree of Master, all of whom, I 
am happy to say, were deemed qualified. In the Faculty of Medicine 
there were 138 candidates for the previous examination, and 7S for the 
final examination for the degree of M.D. Eighty-eight of the former 
and 67 of the latter have satisfied the examiners. Fifty-three candi- 
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dates presented themselves for the further degree in this Faculty of 
Master in Surgery, and 41 for the Diploma in Midwifery. Forty-two 
of the former and 30 of the latter came up to the requirements of the 
examiners. In the Faculty of Law, two candidates presented them- 
selves for the degree of LL.B. ; both men passed ; and the higher degree 
of LL.D. will be conferred oil a third candidate, who is resident in India 
and who has submitted to the examiners evidence of his proficiency 
which they have reported to he satisfactory. In the department of civil 
engineering, 19 candidates presented themselyes at the previous exa- 
mination, of whom 13 have satisfied the examiners, and 11 attire degree 
examination, of whom all have passed. 

The University honors which have been awarded to several of these 
candidates, and which will presently be announced, will show with how 
much diligence and success many of our students prosecute their studies; 
and amongst those who have been distinguished, Mr. Houston has been 
specially commended to the Senate as having obtained a “ first class/' 
with the degree of M.D., upon unusually high answering. 

It is impossible to follow the bulk of our graduates into tlieir private 
pursuits, so as to form an estimate of how much of their success in life 
may be fairly attributed to the labours of this University ; hut those of 
our alumni who win for themselves positions in the public service or in 
public institutions can in many cases bo referred to. Amongst the in- 
stances in which graduates of the Queen's University have been thus 
successful within the last year, the following have been brought to my 
knowledge : Mr. Edward Stack, of Queen’s College, Belfast, and a 
Master of Arts in the University, who took first place at the open com- 
petition for the Indian Civil Service, held in 1870, again stands at the 
head of the list at the final examination on most distinguished answering, 
in addition to having obtained first place at this examination by 663 
marks above the second in order of merit, Mr. Stack obtained at the 
same time the first prize in law of the value of .£100, and eight other 
prizes, of a total value of £380 — being nearly half of all the honours 
awarded on that occasion. Mr. Hoey, of the same college, and a Master 
of Arts in the University, took tenth place on the occasion — the number 
of successful candidates being 38. 

Another Master of Arts of the University, Mr. Charles O’Donnell, of 
Queen s College, Galway, was a third successful candidate. The success 
has been repeated in the open competition for the same service held this 
year.. At that competition Mr. Harrison, of Queen’s College, Galway, 
who is present amongst us and will receive his M.A. degree this day, 
° ame tlie second place amongst 36 successful competitors, out of 
nearly 300 candidates. Mr. Dunbar Blytb, of Queen’s College, Cork, a 

ac eior in Arts of the University, was another of the successful com- 
petitors.

At the competition for the Army Medical Service, Dr. Magill, of Appendix. 
Queen’s College, Cork, obtained the first place, with nearly 1 ,000 marks — 
above the candidate who obtained the second. Dr. Brown, of Queen’s Public 
College, Belfast, and Dr. Keys, also obtained places on the same occasion. Meeting. 

Mr. Robert M‘Donnell, of Queen’s College, Belfast, and a Master in 
Arts of the University, lias been appointed, by competition, Whately 
Professor of Political Economy in the University of Dublin. Mr. 

Murray, of Queen’s College, Belfast, has been appointed Professor of 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics in the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of Baltimore. Mr. R. MacSwiney, of Queen’s College, Galway, a 
Bachelor in Laws of the University, won the first studentship in the 
Inns of Court, in London, from fifty competitors. Mr. James Wylie, of 
the same college, also obtained an Exhibition in the Inns of Court, iu 
London. Mr. Marcus Ward, of Queen’s College, Belfast, a Bachelor in 
Arts of the University, has been appointed an Inspector of Schools in 
England. Mr. T. Horan, of Queen’s College, Cork, a Master in Arts of 
the University, was appointed an Inspector of National Schools in Ireland 
on unusually high answering ; and Mr. Samuel Stronge, who will take his 
degree of Master in Arts with high honours on the present occasion, has 
also been appointed to the same important office. Mr. Robert Dods, of 
Queen’s College, Belfast, and a graduate of the University, has been 
appointed Head Master in Modern Languages in the Royal Academical 
Institution in Belfast. Mr. Edward Horan, of Queen’s College, Cork, 
took fifth place in the competition for the Army Control Department ; 
and Mr. J. Munro, of Queen’s College, Belfast, has obtained the Student- 
ship in J urisprudence and International Law offered by Downing College 
in the University of Cambridge. 

I may add, as a mark of the approacliing maturity of the University, 
that Mr. Andrew Porter, a graduate of the University, has attained the 
standing as well as the distinction wliich is requisite at the Irish Bar to 
he admitted to the silk gown. Our graduates are, indeed, now, after 
the twenty-two years of our labour, becoming a large and widely-scattered 
body of growing influence. In India, in China, in Japan, in the United 
States, and in the British colonies, as •well as at home — wherever, in 
fact, the English tongue is the predominant European language spoken 
— our graduates are found in posts of influence. And let me express 
the hope, my younger friends whom I see before me, and who are now 
about to pass from the competitions of the Queen’s University into the 
more extended struggles of the great university of the world — let me 
express the earnest hope that you will carry into that wider arena the 
elevating and kindly influences of which you have been hitherto so 
fortunate as to receive a larger share than most of your fellowmen.
